Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-2, 4-15, and 17-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show orirender obvious the apparatus for processing a signal in a moveable vehicle 
having an engine as claimed, and particularly including a first sensor operable to determine a 
first characteristic of the vehicle indicative of whether the vehicle is in motion, and to transmit a 
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first selecting signal as a function of the first characteristic; wherein the governor is operable to 
at least one of: transmitting the first signal to the first govemor as a function of the vehicle being 
in motion and to transmit the throttle signal to transmit the first control signal to the second 
govemor as a function of the vehicle not being in motion; and transmit the first governor signal 
as a function of the vehicle being in motion and to transmit the second govemor signal as a 
function of the vehicle not being in motion. 

Any corfiments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
